Testing Goes Forward 


By H. W. NORTON, Jr., Supt. of A. R. 


EAR after year the Herd Test has increased in 

Y popularity with the breeders and the past year 
which will be published in the new Red Book is the 
best ever. There are 258 herds for publication in Volume 
1, the largest number so far reported for a single year, 
including 141 ‘‘C’’ herds, 52 “B” and 65 of “B” and 
“c” classification. The total number of cows, 5,328, 
isalso a new record, exceeding the highest previous year 
by nearly 10%. As a matter of fact, the entire year’s 
work is a record breaker, for the 5,328 cows averaged 
11,338 lbs. milk, 3.45% fat and 391.2 lbs. fat per cow, 
the best average for milk as well as fat for any year 
since the Herd Test began in 1928. The highest aver- 
age previously reported was 11,256 lbs. milk and 386.8 
Ibs. fat per cow for 1933, reported in Volume 5, mak- 
ing a net gain in average production per cow of 72 lbs. 
milk and 4.4 lbs. fat over any previous year’s average. 
The actual improvement is greater than the figures in- 
dicate because Classification A records have been in- 
cluded in all averages for previous years, while the 1935 
figures are based on “B” and “C” records only. The 141 
“C” which herds included 2,173 cows averaging 10,410 lbs. 
milk, 3.49% fat and 363.5 lbs. fat; the 52 ‘“‘B” herds 
included 1,488 cows averaging 12,633 lbs. milk, 3.41% 
fat and 431.0 lbs. fat, while the 65 “‘B” and “C” herds 
included 1,667 cows averaging 11,391 lbs. milk, 3.44% 
fat and 391.8 lbs. fat. If we check back over the ‘“B,”’ 
“B-C” and “C” averages for the earlier volumes, we 
have a fairer comparison of the past year’s work because 
of the elimination of records of cows milked four times 
daily. On this basis, we find that each group shows a 
higher average in Volume 7 than in any previous year. 
The “C” group is 322 lbs. milk and 12.3 lbs. fat higher 
than in Volume 6, previous high for “C’” herds. The 
“B” herds are up 316 lbs. milk and 13.7 lbs. fat from 
the previous high in Volume 5 and the “B-C” group is 
up 34 lbs. milk and .6 lbs. of fat above the previous 
high which appeared in Volume 5. This increase in the 
average, along with an increase in the number of herds 
and cows tested during the year, is most gratifying.

Fifteen herds averaged over 500 !bs. fat per cow; 
101 herds ranged between 400 and 500 Ibs. fat per cow; 
119 others between 300 and 400 Ibs. and 23 averaged 
less than 300 lbs. The range of production for the three 
classification groups is interesting and the following 
tabulation shows the numbers of herds in each group 
at fifty-pound intervals from 300 to 500 Ibs., with the 
number of herds above 500 and those falling below 300 
Ibs. for the yearly average.

From these figures we find that 116 of the 258 
herds averaged over 400 lbs. fat per cow for the year, 
a wonderfully fine showing, and the general average of 
391.2 lbs. per cow for the entire number tested during 
the year is equally impressive. These figures are 
directly comparable with averages for the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations throughout the country, 
which stood at 322 lbs. fat per cow for 1934 according 
to reports from the Bureau of Dairy Industry. Figures 
for the past year are not yet available. On this basis the 
5,328 cows in the Holstein Herd Test averaged 69.2 
lbs. fat per cow, or 21.5%, better than the cows in cow 
testing associations over the country. Government 
estimates show that the general average for all dairy 
cows in the United States for 1934 was 158 lbs. but- 
terfat per cow. On this basis the 5,328 Holsteins in 
Herd Test last year produced 233 lbs. fat per cow more 
than the general average for the country, or stated 
another way, they produced approximately two and one- 
half times as much fat per cow as the average for the 
dairy cows of the country. 


The 500-lb. Herds for the Year 

Fifteen herds averaged over 500 lbs. of fat per cow 
for the year, 3 among the “C’”’ group, 6 “B” herds and 
6 of “B” & “C” classification. Such an average is noth- 
ing short of remarkable and the owners and managers 
of these herds are deserving of the highest commenda- 
tion. The best of care and attention, along with proper 
feeding throughout the year, is necessary along with a 
herd of great ability to reach this high average. The

It is an outstanding achievement to reach a 500-lb. 
average for an entire herd and becomes increasingly dif- 
ficult as the size of the herd increases. Ten of these 
500-lb. fat herds included more than 15 cows each, 
three had over 25 cows and the County of Essex herd 
numbered 77 cows, with an average of 516 lbs. fat per 
cow. Joe Chezik, Jr. has the highest average, 655.7 lbs. 
fat for 14 cows tested in Classification B. A 500-Ilb. 
average on two milkings a day is a rare occurrence, 
but we have three for the year: A. E. Howard with 17 
cows averaging 521.3 lbs., the highest ‘“‘C’’ average ever 
reported; W. L. Biddle & Son with 16 cows averaging 
516.5 lbs.; and G. F. Walters & Son with 14 cows and 
a 505.6-lb. average. Previous to the past year, only one 
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“C” herd had averaged 500 lbs. fat per cow. <A 400-Ilb. 
herd average is a high mark and any breeder may well 
be proud of a herd reaching this figure. It seems a 
little difficult for Holstein breeders to think in terms of 
herd averages even now with the Herd Test in its ninth 
year. The few, comparatively speaking, who have had 
actual experience in herd testing realize that a 400-lb. 
average is a great achievement, but the large majority 
are still thinking in terms of high records of individual 
cows tested in Advanced Registry and some few still 
persist in the idea of using butter rather than butterfat 
to make it sound as large as possible. The great rec- 
ords made in Advanced Registry have demonstrated the 
tremendous capacity of the Holstein cow and records of 
800 to 1,000 lbs. fat and upward are reported so fre- 
quently that many Holstein breeders think in these 
terms and have very little comprehension of herd aver- 
ages, taking in cows and heifers of all ages for the 
year. A 400-lb. herd average is a high average and to 
maintain it year after vear is a real test of the produc- 
ing ability of the herd and at the same time of the 
judgment and care of the management. 
Cancellations 

A total of 1,215 certificates of registry were can- 
celled from the 258 herds during the year, as compared 
to 968 in Volume 6, previous high for cancellations. 
Volume 7 will include a total of 5,328 cows in the herd 
averages and 2,064 in the supplementary lists, which 
include cows and heifers not figured in the herd aver- 
ages. (Only cows and heifers in the herd for at least 
ten months of the herd test year are counted in the 
herd average). Adding the 1,215 cancelled, we have 
a total of 8,607 cows tested during the year and the 
percentage of cancellations would be 14.1% as com- 
pared with 12.8%, the previous high which was re- 
ported for Volume 6. 

The New Indexes 

The past year’s work has developed 85 new indexes 
which will be published officially for the first time in 
Volume 7 of the Red Book and many of the older 
indexes will be revised because of additional pairs or 
new records. This gives us a total of 334 sires with 
indexes based on Herd Test records of six or more 
daughters with tested dams. A number of the old 
indexes which had no changes from the figures appear- 
ing in Volume 6 will be dropped from the list to save 
space. Many feeders who test in Classification C prefer 
to have the sire index figured to a ‘“‘C’’ basis and for 
their convenience, we have figured them both ways and 
the list of sires to appear in Volume 7 will have two 
index lines, one based on Classification B and the other 
based on “C.’’ The list of 85 new sire indexes is too 
long to report here, but the following 18 with ‘‘B”’ 
indexes over 600 Ibs. fat are included:

This question of sire indexes and the best method of. 
figuring them is a serious question and needs very care- 
ful consideration. At the outset, I argued for the plan 
of adjusting down to a two-year-old basis rather than 
up to maturity. It seems difficult to avoid adjusting 
for age, much as we dislike to use conversion factors of 
any sort, to make fair comparisons between heifers and 
cows of various ages, but adjusting downward to a two- 
year-old, or first-calf basis, would have one very distinct 
advantage. It would enable the breeder to compare the 
records of his two-year-old heifers, as they were com- 
pleted, with the records of daughters of other sires 
shown in the Red Book without making age adjust- 
ments. Where herds are tested regularly year after 
year, it becomes possible to make satisfactory compari- 
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sons of actual records but this is not true for the firg 
few years the herd is on test, and it would require tep 
to twelve consecutive years of testing before compari. 
sons at even ages could be made in all cases and even 
after the Herd Test has been in operation that many 
years, we will have new herds starting from year to 
year, so this plan is hardly feasible. 

Many advocate a change to a “C” basis and the new 
Red Book will show a “C” index as well as “B”. When 
we started this work with A, B and C records, it was 
logical to adjust to “B” as a means of cutting down op 
errors in the conversion figures as much as possible. Chang. 
ing to a “C” basis now would entail a large amount of 
extra work in the office, but if this change is desirable and 
has the approval of the greater share of the breeders ep. 
gaged in herd testing, it should be made. I have thought 
for some time that our length of record used is wrong and 
have been very much interested in Dr. Gaines’ studies of 
this question, which were published in a late issue of the 
World. The plan which we have used from the start jg 
to use all lactation records, limited to 365 days for each 
daughter and dam comparison. Thus the cow bred to 
calve within the year and milking perhaps ten months js 
handicapped in comparison with the cow that fails to 
breed and that may be milking well at the 365th day of 
her lactation period. It would have been better if we had 
used 300 or 305 days for the length of lactation, but even 
then the effect of carrying calf is a factor. This may be 
practically eliminated by following Dr. Gaines’ suggestion 
to use the first 240 days’ production in making daughter. 
dam comparisons but frankly, I don’t like the idea of cut- 
ting them down to such a short period. I believe we are 
getting a much better understanding of the difficulties in- 
volved in making daughter-dam comparisons for proving 
sires and I would propose that we continue on our present 
basis a little longer, perhaps, before making any change, 
with the idea of getting more information and making such 
changes as may seem best all at once, if possible. I am 
looking at it largely from the office standpoint in making 
this recommendation, as it is very expensive in office work 
to be always changing the system. It would be fine if we 
could look ahead and see these difficulties and avoid them, 
but most of them must be encountered and a_ solution 
worked out afterward. 

I believe that we are all agreed that the Herd Test is 
the best form of testing for production records and we 
are making rapid strides in bringing it into the best form 
for general use. While the past year has been a greater 
herd testing year than any previous, it will be greatly ex 
ceeded by the testing year now in progress. both in num- 
ber of herds and cow tested. Naturally, with this increase 
in numbers, we expect that the grand averages for produc 
tion for the year may be somewhat lower. The Herd Test 
continues to grew in popularity and at the close of Feb 
ruary we had 510 herds including 14.457 cows on test 
throughout the country and we expect further gains during 
the year. This great increase makes a heavy load of ex 
pense in the Advanced Registry Office. A part of this will 
be offset by the increase in fees, but anyone at all familiar 
with the immense amount of detail would readily see that 
the fee of fifty cents per cow could not begin to pay the 
cost of figuring the records, writing the cards and publish 
ing the Red Book. Changes in office procedure are now 
being considered as a means of expediting the work and 
cutting the costs and we hope to be able to accomplish this 
without materially reducing the accuracy and value of the 
records. We have gone a long way since the day whet 
we reported seven-day records figured to the third decimal 
in fat and we are all coming to the belief that we should 
get production records on a much larger percentage of our 
great herd of Black & White cows throughout the country, 
even though the figures may not be quite so exact. At 
the same time, it would be a great mistake to sacrifice too 
much in accuracy for the sake of mass testing. Where to 
draw the line is the question.

of the germ cells and, consequently, stronger and 

better progeny. Fertility is frequently lowered 
pecause some unfavorable influence, such as improper 
feeding, inadequate exercise, or excessive service may 
lower the general constitutional vigor of the bull and 
indirectly the virility of the spermatazoa. If no fun- 
damental structural changes occur in the spermatozoa 
as a result, the fertility may be often regained. 

Handling of Service Bulls. The necessity for hand- 
ling service bulls applies chiefly to those of the dairy 
preeds. Such bulls should usually be controlled with a 
staff at the time of service. Occasionally, the leading of 
the bull is necessary for his adequate exercise. At other 
times, it is advisable that he should be held so that his 
sheath may be douched. If this is to be done with safety, 
the bull should be broken to lead when he is a calf. 
Later, when about a year old, he should become accus- 
tomed to being led by a rope attached to a ring in his 
nose. As the bull gains in size and maturity, a staff 
should be used instead of a rope. Whether ugly or not, 
he should usually be broken to the use of a staff before 
he is more than one and a half to two years old. 

Age Incidence of Service Bulls. The span of life of 
the average service bull is comparatively short. Many 
ineffective bulls are discarded early and the record of the 
surviving bulls that have given a better account of them- 
selves in service indicates only to a minor degree the 
serviceable years of the average bull. Lynn Copeland 
of the American Jersey Cattle Club, reporting on two 
hundred and eighty-eight meritorious Jersey sires, 
points out that they remained in service on an average 
until about nine years and seven months of age. Of 
these, twenty-seven were discarded before they reached 
the age of five. 

It is significant that of the two hundred and sixty- 
one bulls in service at five years of age, only about fifty 
per cent remained at ten years. Presumably much of 
this attrition was due fertility, because the list includes 
only well-known sires. 

No figures are given as to the fertility of those re- 
maining, but judging from personal observations, it 
should be severely reduced at this period, and a loss of 
one third (reduction to 36.01%) during the following 
year, rather indicates a rapidly fading fertility. These 
figures, judging from the writer’s experience, are some- 
what representative of the attrition of valuable herd 
sires occuring in all breeds; but they are on the con- 
servative side, for diseased bulls, and bulls poorly cared 
for, rarely, if ever, make outstanding sires, and the rate 
of discard among them is decidedly greater than these 
figures indicate. Further, clinical observations indicate 
that healthy bulls reaching seven or eight years of age 
with a good breeding record, constitute less hazard than 
untried and unproved animals. They are less apt to go 
Wrong from spermatic diseases. 

_ Our present problem is to increase the serviceable 
life of worthy sires, enhance their effectiveness during 
that period, and provide a means to aid in the early de- 
tection and disposal of unfit sires. 


_ Serviceability of the Bull. The value of a bull is 
judged by his ability to beget healthy offspring of qual- 
ity, and the measure of this ability is the number of 
progeny produced. In this respect, no two bulls are 
alike. Normal bulls present marked differences in the 
lumber of cows that they may successfully impregnate 
during the course of a given year or during their life- 
ime, even when given equal opportunity. One animal 
may be able to impregnate 15 cows a year, another 35, 
and an exceptional bull may handle the service of as 
many as 100 cows during the course of a year. The 
mae as to how many services a given bull will suc- 
a. 4 ly handle cannot be answered categorically. The 
ulls fertility reacts inversely to the frequency of service 
after his maximum of safety in service has been reached.

possible to maintain a fairly satisfactory reproductive 
rate by judicious and well-regulated service, but when 
subjected to ordinary service requirements, the bull will 
become increasingly sterile. The principle to be borne 
in mind with such animals is that the supply of sper- 
matozoa capable of fertilizing the ovum is limited, with 
the result that too frequently repeated matings cause a 
depletion in the available normal spermatozoa to such 
an extent that no normal cells are emitted at many of 
the services. In addition to this, the diseased germinal 
elements of the testicles are in no condition to comply 
with the increased demand for sperm formation which 
the frequency of service necessitates, with the result that 
fewer normal cells are produced, and there is, in con- 
sequence, a smaller calf yield. 

The proper regulation of the frequency of a bull’s 
service is one method of assuring his reproductive capac- 
ity over a long term of years, and, through this, his 
maximum usefulness. To accomplish this, attention 
should be given from the start to avoid a sexual over- 
load. To test out the service capacity of a bull, one may 
commence his use with services that are spaced at inter- 
vals of three weeks or more. After two or three cows 
have conceived from services at these widely spaced 
services, the interval between matings may be gradually 
shortened if healthy cows that are served by him con- 
tinue to conceive at the first service, but the total service 
allowed should usually not exceed that which the aver- 
age normal bull may reasonably be expected to handle 
effectively. In arriving at a figure which will act as a 
guide in the matter of service regulation, the breeder 
should be governed in the average case by what expe- 
rience with breeding animals shows to be reasonable. 
If this is not done, it often leads to a marked shortening 
of the breeding life of the bulls concerned. 

A young bull should not be placed in service until 
he is between 12 and 14 months old. For the first year, 
he should be used on cows or heifers whose genital 
health is most assured, so that an early estimate of his 
fertility and the desirability of his progeny may be ob- 
tained. If he fails in either of these respects, it is not 
wise to continue him as a service bull. The proportion 
of bulls discharged after their first year of service should 
be much larger than it is at present. The following 
standard table may be used as a guide to the amount of 
service a bull should receive during his first year of 
service and it is best to use him less than this rather 
than more: 


Frequency cf Use Total Services 


For first two months 15 to 25 days 3 
For next four months 10 to 20 days 10 
For next six months 7 to 15 days 18 


The bunching of services should be avoided. On many 
farms it is the practice to turn a young bull out to pas- 
ture in the spring with a group of cows or heifers. Under 
such conditions, the bull may often impregnate as many 
as fifty to thirty cows in the course of a couple of 
months and copulate three to five times with each cow. 
Many breeders who follow this practice discard the bull 
at once after he has completed the pasture service, for 
experience has taught them that later he is almost cer- 
tain to be very ineffectual in service. 

Normal, mature bulls should be alloted definite units 
of from 30 to 40 or 45 healthy cows for a given breed- 
ing season, according to their capacity. The maximum 
capacity of the bull should be reached at the age of 
about four years, and he should maintain essentially 
the same efficiency for the remainder of his breeding 
life. A mature bull can stand much heavier service 
without injury than can a young one in his first year of 
service. A bull should, however, not be used in excess 
of once a day, three times a week, eight times a month 
and seventy times a year, unless he is of unusual fer- 
tility. 

Association Bulls. As a rule, the American breeder 
overloads his herd sire, and, worst of all, the more 
highly he prizes the sire, the worse he overloads him.

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Minnesota’s Annual Meeting

EPARTING from their regular custom of holding the 
D Annual Meeting at the University Farm, during the 

Farmers and Homemakers Week, Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders, held this meeting at Owatonna. Originally 
scheduled for March 7th, a postponement was made neces- 
sary because of the snow. Of course even at this date it is 
estimated that the attendance was cut in half because of 
the still bad conditions of travel. 

About 150 breeders were in attendance to hear the 
words of welcome by the President Axel Hansen, followed 
by general remarks, the appointment of committees and 
the order of the day. 

The report of the Secretary-Treasurer showed the 
finances of the Association to be in excellent condition. 
The net worth being $4,555.45 of which $4,151.27 is in 
actual deposit in the bank. For convenience the office at 
Minneapolis has been moved to Mankato, resulting also in 
a saving of money. Every corner to save money has been 
cut but not at a sacrifice to a good development program. 
Over 7,300 pieces of mail have been sent from the Secre- 
tary’s office. Because of the general bad conditions the 
memberships were all allowed to become delinquent so 
that it was necessary to start from the bottom. Eight 
counties have been organized through the splendid co- 
operation of the County Breeders, the work of organiz- 
ing being carried on by the Secretary and Fieldman 
Robert Geiger. Approximately 500 members are now en- 
rolled on a three year plan with but a few exceptions 
these being from 8 counties. It is the intention to work 
in about ten more counties as soon as road conditions 
permit. Members are enrolled on the three year plan 
with half of the money collected being returned to the 
County Club. About 1,000 head of grade and pure bred 
Holsteins were shipped from the state much of it being 
handled through the County Clubs. Many inquiries for 
carloads of Holsteins were received and in several in- 
stances buyers were here, but because of the weather 
nothing could be accomplished. 

The Secretary has assembled a list of what may be 
termed “new breeders” that is breeders who have within 
the past few years been buying registered females and 
have previously never been on the State List. In Minne- 
sota this list totals over 1,300 and gives an indication of 
the trend, the new replacing the old and the important 
factor of being on the alert to contact these so called new 
breeders who will soon be the old breeders. Due to eco- 
nomic conditions the life of the average pure bred breeder 
during this period has been shortened and we find a much 


larger percentage of new breeders than in any other 
period. 


Robert Geiger, National Holstein Fieldman, presented 
an excellent report showing much activity in Minnesota. 
A detailed report appeared in the March 21st issue on the 
Minnesota page. In his recommendations for 1936, he 
advocated changing Minnesota Milk Laws to allow stand- 
ardization and considering solids not fat. Urged the 
County Contest Plan followed by certain other states be 
adopted. Urged that the State Fair premiums be changed 


to allow each County Herd a minimum of not less than 
$60.00. 





The County Contest plan by action of the body was 
referred to the Board of Directors. Mr. Moscrip, a mem- 
ber of the State Fair Board stated that considerable 
thought has been given the matter of premiums to try 
and work out a satisfactory plan for 1936. As only about 
five County Herds of each breed have been exhibiting the 
State Board have decided to try out something which 
they hope will be satisfactory. The number of placings 
will be carried out further running to about 14. All 
Minnesota cattle that place in this bracket will receive an 
extra subsidy of $5.00 in each class. This plan will pre- 
serve a full open fair and still encourage and develop State 


Cattle. The fair has appropriated extra money to meet 
this subsidy. 





Prof. J. B. Fitch, Head of Dairy Dept., Minnesota, gave 
a. very interesting talk on the “General Outlook of Dairy- 
ing”—Commented—We have 18 million cattle now com- 


pared to 22 million a year ago and 14 million for a fiye 
year average. 

Butter has dropped in price although 8 to 18% higher 
than a year ago—possible cause of drop being too high to 
fit the present limited income of the average consumer. 
Nothing in cold storage to indicate a disturbing factory. 
There is a favorable “feed-butterfat” ratio existing at the 
present time, being 1 lb. butterfat will buy 49 lbs. grain. 

Imports are 5 million compared to 24 million a year ago, 
Cow population is reduced—710,000 herds tested for 
disease show 60% herds negative, 40% of herds show re 
action to extent of 10 to 11%. 14 countries will have 1 
billion lbs. butter, 6 million lbs. cheese to market outside 
its borders which indicates that U. S. will have a com. 
petitive market to face. 





Ramer Leighton, in charge of all testing in Minnesota, 
gave Minnesota breeders much to think about. Unlike 
many speakers, Prof. Leighton choose at this time to 
select barbs and place them where they hurt. Minnesota 
breeders have been content to rest on their laurels of 
bye-gone days and needed jolts landed in their laps to be 
come aware. Of the 550 herds in C. T. A. work last year, 
250 herds were Holsteins. Included were 78 purebred 
herds that averaged only 325 lbs. fat—26 purebred herds 
that average from 200 to 260 Ibs. fat and 2 pure bred 
herds that averaged 161 and 164 lbs. fat respectively. The 
feed conditions accounted in part for some of the poor 
showing but it is nothing to be proud of in any event. 
One of the better pure bred herds average 480 lbs. fat for 
17 cows and there were a lot of other good ones but the 
speaker choose to dwell on the lower bracket for which 
he is to be complimented. If more speakers were to occa 
sionally use a little vinegar instead of sugar and honey and 
tell us some of the things we should hear, how much bet: 
ter it would be for all of us. 





In resolutions, Holstein breeders of Minnesota voiced 
emphatic objections to President Roosevelt’s—reciprocal 
trade agreements as “adversely effecting the dairy farmers 
of this country.” 

The resolutions further demanded the repeal of those 
now in effect and that no further such agreements be 
entered into, particularly without public hearings in which 
full notice is given those effected. They likewise demanded 
that all such treaties be submitted to the Senate for 
approval in the future. 


Another set of resolutions renounced the senate appro- 
priation committee’s action in reducing the amounts 
appropriated for live stock disease by $7,000,000 and 
urged that this amount be restored in the bill to the full 
amount requested by the live stock and dairy interests and 
thus appropriated by Congress. 


Mr. Moscrip took the floor, by request, and covered the 
Field from the standpoint of National Holstein Matters, 
with special reference to the necessity to balancing the 
budget. He stated that Advanced Registry and H. I. R. 
had been advanced by action of the Board and an increase 
of 56% in business was expected but the receipts would 
still fall far short of meeting the budget. After a full 
discussion in which many voiced their sentiments, 4 Mo 
tion was passed to sponsor an increase of 50 cents 12 
transfer fees. 





Directors elected for a three year term were Walter 
Block, Hutchinson; Dr. Christopher Graham, Rochester; 
John Hartle, Owatonna and Walter H. Schmidt, Mankato, 
the former to succeed Rev. Pescheges who refused to be tr 
elected and the balance to succeed themselves. Organiz® 
tion of the board of directors followed the close of the bus 
ness meeting and resulted in the naming of all the old 
officers: Axel Hansen, Minneapolis, President; P. 0. Hol- 
land of Northfield, Vice President; Walter H. Schmidt, 
Mankato, Secretary-Treasurer. The meeting adjourned 
early to allow local breeders time to get home and get the

Future Markets 


SUBSCRIBER writes for our opinion as to the future 
A market for breeders who are not doing Advanced 

Registry testing in their herds. This is a pertinent 
question worthy of consideration of every breeder. The 
figures from the public sales continue to show a definite 
and substantial price advantage in favor of A. R. cows 
and their sons and daughters as compared with untested 
animals and their offspring, or with C. T. A. or Herd Tests. 
For 1935, our figures show that 109 cows with A. R. rec- 
ords sold at an average price of $235: 50 cows with Herd 
Test records averaged $149, and 496 C. T. A. record cows 
averaged $144. Among the cows having no records them- 
selves, 134 from A. R. dams averaged $186; 172 from C. T. 
A. dams averaged $148, and 861 from dams without produc- 
tion records averaged $134. This means just over $100 
per cow price advantage for A. R. cows as compared with 
untested cows from untested dams. Similarly among the 
heifers under two years old, 63 from A. R. dams averaged 
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$164; 314 from untested dams averaged $88; 180 from ¢ 
T. A. dams averaged $99. In the bull section, 250 from 4 
R. dams averaged $169; 51 from Herd Test dams ayer. 
aged $109; 190 from C. T. A. dams averaged $94, and 96 
from untested dams averaged $82. In the bull section, 259 
from A. R. dams averaged $169; 51 from Herd Test dams 
averaged $109; 190 from C. T. A. dams averaged $94, anq 
86 from untested dams averaged $82. 

Year after year the public sales demonstrate in Striking 
fashion the financial advantage of production records in 
making sales. Of course, records alone, witlout satisfac. 
tory type and health, do not go far on any market, but 
the combination gives the breeder a very substantial re- 
turn for his investment in Advanced Registry record mak. 
ing. A factor of no small importance in the prices paid for 
the better animals with no records or with C. T. A. records 
is the bidding of breeders who consider them likely pros- 
pects for satisfactory work in later A. R. test. 

Now as to the future, the present trend is unmistakably 
toward the Herd Test. The public sale figures do not make 
a particularly good showing for it as yet, due to the fact 
that it has not become so widely established, but an in- 
creasing number of our better herds are going into it, 
sometimes to the exclusion of A. R. work, and they report 
little difference in the public acceptance of the Herd Test 
records aS compared with A. R. in the sale of surplus 
animals. 

We are of the opinion that the future market will place 
its emphasis even more strongly on proved merit in pro- 
duction and breeding which has demonstrated its worth. 
Promising prospects, of course, will continue to be sought 
in the untested class but we feel certain that the spread 
will widen between the common commercial registered 
animals and those of better quality backed by records of 
production. The C. T. A. work is fine to provide the in- 
formation needed to carry on a dairy herd efficiently. The 
Advanced Registry test and the Herd Test will continue 
to be more and more important in the satisfactory market: 
ing of herd surplus.

The Flood Disaster 


AMPAGING flood waters last month caused hundreds 
R of millions of dollars worth of property damage in 

eastern states, with a death toll of nearly 200, and 
left a trail of desolation and misery that cannot be esti- 
mated in dollars. Water supplies in many cases were 
polluted with accompanying dangers of epidemic diseases 
to come. 

Last week, I drove along the Susquehanna Trail from 
Harrisburg northward, and saw at first hand some of the 
effects in this region of Pennsylvania. The daily papers 
have carried full reports, and they have been in no sensé 
exaggerated. I did not go through the worst of it on ac 
count of detours necessary to get through at all, but I did 
see places along the river where the debris was in the 
trees a good ten feet higher than the main roadway. Snow 
plows had been used to clear the sand and silt, often 45 
much as three feet deep where it was thrown back at the 
sides. Houses here had not been washed from their foul- 
dations as at Pittsburgh, in New England and elsewhere 
but what a mess they were in, filled with debris and resi- 
due of the flood waters. The cleaning up process was ! 
full progress, with trucks by the hundred carting the ruin 
to the dumps. The tragedy and horror of it all was tT 
flected in the grim and determined faces of the people 
even down to the youngsters in the streets. 

The Red Cross and various government relief agencl™” 
are actively on the job to help relieve the misery and 
assist in rehabilitation. It is a stupendous task. the maé- 
nitude of which cannot be fully appreciated even from th 
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graphic newspaper accounts. We appeal to our readers to 
support the Red Cross efforts as liberally as circumstances 
may permit with contributions of money, clothing, furni- 
ture and other necessities. The need is urgent. The great 
peart of America will rise to meet it. Of that we are sure. 


The Cover 


HE airplane view of “Beautiful Lauxmont’” at 
TT wrientsvitte, Pa., which graces our cover this week 

is especially interesting at this time, as here the 
1936 Royal Brentwood Sale will be held next month. 
This is one of the finest modern dairy plants in the 
country and is well worth a trip of inspection on its own 
account, regardless of the high class Lauxmont herd, and 
the super attraction of the Royal Brentwood. In the 
packground, at the top of the picture, may be seen the 
Susquehanna River, recently on the rampage from 
floods, but far below the Lauxmont buildings which are 
safely overlooking it from high banks. At the right 
under the rotunda is the sales room, where quality dairy 
products are dispensed to the public. Adjoining are the 
farm offices, with the dairy rooms just back of them. 
At the extreme right of the group will be seen the bull 
parns and paddocks, with King of Lauxmont easily 
identified in the end paddock. Montvic Rag Apple 
Netherland may have been inside. At the end of the 
guadrangle is the milking parlor with the loafing stalls 
for the dairy at the two sides. The buildings at the 
left are for feed storage, including the corn cribs flank- 
ing the silos on either side. 

The Lauxmont Farms are operated in several units, 
totalling something over 3,000 acres, and include choice 
herds of Herefords and Durocs. The original dairy 
barns of the home farm and the residence of the owner, 
Mr, S. Lorry Laucks, do not appear in this view, being 
located to-the north, farther up the river, at the left.

This achievement of Mr. E. A. Stuart, Carnation Farms, 
and Carl Gockerell and of John L. Smith, who bred the 
rugged Hazelwoods, and those breeders whose work is 
epresented in this cow’s pedigree,—all have contributed to 
« World’s Record accomplishment. All this, with the per- 
lect physical condition of the cow, the best of care and 
properly balanced rations, has produced a record that 
shows again the great possibilities of our Holstein-Friesian 
‘ows. It is true, Carnation Farms have developed an ideal 
condition which very few can even approach, and we are 
indebted to them for developing this ideal to its ultimate 
Wonderful results. Special tribute should be paid to Carl 
Gockerell, who for about twenty years has constantly de- 
voted himself to developing the great cows that were in 
‘is care, watching, feeding, and milking them literally night 
and day. I know of no one else who has approached his 
accomplishment, so I believe his can also be designated a 
“World’s Record.”

Matador Twisk Minette, one of the Matadors whose 
name has come to mean so much in Carnation breeding. 

Hazelwood Bracelet Korndyke, whose blood is so in- 
tensively represented, appearing twice, to illustrate some 
of the line breeding of these families by John L. Smith, 
Spokane, Washington. 


Heilo Ormsby De Kol, that we had the honor of breed- 
ing, was a daughter of old Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, 
that nicked so well with the Hazelwood Bracelets of John 
L. Smith. 


Then we begin to repeat,—King Segis, Johanna Vernon 
De Kol, Artis De Kol Walker, Matador Twisk Minette, and 
come to the Homestead-Johanna Fayne combination in:— 
Sir Bessie Homestead Johanna Fayne, bred by David 
Munro, Spokane, Washington, an enthusiastic Holstein ad- 
vocate, mating and developing the breeding of W. J. Gil- 
lett with that of the Oaks, Fobes-Homestead breeding of S. 
B. Jones and Sons, of Watertown, Wis. This breeding 
again appears in the next cow, Oak De Kol 2d’s Fobes, 
which suggests the breeding of John Erickson, Waupaca, 
Wis. 

Oakhurst King Witra takes us to the Eastern breeding 
of A. L. Brockway, Auburn, N. Y. This bull is a son of 
The Milk and Butter King, the first Holstein bull, I believe, 
reported to be sold for $10,000; he was out of the famous 
Minnesota World’s Record cow, Mercedes Julips Pietertje, 
from whom in direct line comes Sir Pietertpe Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, (“Old Sir Piet”. The Milk and Butter King was 
sired by Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, the great Prize- 
winner and son of the former World’s Record four-year- 
old, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. 

Topsy Lola 2d was bred by Arthur V. Peebles, Carthage, 
N. Y., she was sired by Soldene Clothilde Johanna Lad, 
that brings in the blood of the great old Soldene, Clothilde, 
and Aaggie families with that of Sarcastic Lad, developed 
by W. J. Gillet, and Grand Champion Holstein bull a the 
World’s Fair of 1904 at St. Louis. Sarcastic Lad was bred 
by the Michigan Agricultural College, out of the great old 
cow, Belle Sarcastic, I believe the first cow to make by the 
Babcock test over 25 Ibs. of butter in 7 days and 902.1 Ibs. 
of butter in the year. She was a great cow in her day, 
and received the best of care and feed; but in Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King we have her record nearly doubled. 

Therefore, we hail this wonderful development in the 
production of the best human food, by a Holstein cow, anda 
gladly hcnor those who have so magnificently contributed 
to it.

INDEX ADJUSTMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In reading your editorial entitled “‘The Index Business” 
in the March 7 issue of the World, I note that you say 
“At present all records are adjusted to a Classification B, 
365-day mature equivalent”. This is not quite correct be 
cause we do not adjust for length of record. We take all 
completed lactation records regardless of the number of 
days in milk, except that we limit to 365 days. Thus, if 
a cow goes dry at 280 days, her record is compared directly 
with that of another cow whose lactation covers the entire 
365-day period. 

This system is wrong in that we do not make any 
allowance for the length of time the calf is carried. Natur- 
ally, the cow bred to freshen within the year wili be dried 
off at ten to eleven months if she can be forced dry, to 
give her a short rest period before her next calving, while 
the cow that fails to breed may be producing quite heavily 
at the end of 365 days. I am bringing up this point because 
I believe that your readers will interpret your statement 
incorrectly. They will be ‘nclined to think that the com- 
pleted lactations, if less tnan 365 days, are built up to a 
365-day basis and this is not true. The adjustments which 
we have made in the Herd Test are adjustments for age 
and for classification.

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“FUN WITH THE PENCIL” 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Sure, let’s have some “Fun with the Pencil”, but let’s 
keep it fun; don’t let any sarcasm or cyn ‘however you 
spell it) creep in. 

Most of us pencil-pushers realize that Bull Indexes are 
nothing definite to the nth degree. They are straws show- 
ing the direction the wind wafteth, and indicating a little 
of the velocity of the breeze. 

With these thoughts in the background—cn with the 
Fun! 

Massachusetts’ MacCollum (two issues ago) is dead 
right when i2 emphasize the point that just because a 
cow makes a certain yearly amount of milk and butterfat 
is no guarantee that she transmits at that level to her 
daughter. Let’s take a cow that averages in a lifetime 
400 lbs. fat per year. Her daughters makes 500 lbs. Index- 
ing the sire—he must have been upstairs at the 100-lb. 
level to pull up the daughter from 400 to 500. In such fig- 
uring you take for granted that the dam donated 400 level 
of production. An erroneous conclusion! She may have 
contributed 300, whereupon the sire’s true index would be 
700. Of if the dam passed on to the daughter 600, then the 
sire’s index would be 400, for he knocked down 100 lbs. 
fat from the dam’s gift. 

With the transmitting ability of the dam impossible 
to tab in figures, maybe we are silly to use it in building 
a bull index. One justification for indexing, even though 
freely granting that a cow’s production is not necessarily 
her transmitting level, i: that in taking several dams into 
consideration, it can be reasoned that if one dam trans- 
mitted above her own proved production, another cow 
transmitted below her’s. Probably the usual 5 or 6 dams 
used in proving a bull is too few—should be more to aver- 
age up the transmitting level for the bunch. 

This point is particularly apparent when you realize 
that you don’t have to have 5 or 6 dams involved before 
you start the old pencil to work. It is 5 or 6 daughter-dam 
pairs that is needed. You always have 5 or 6 daughters, 
but sometimes only 2 or 3 dams. A dam may have more 
than one daughter. Presumably a bull could be indexed on 
5 or 6 daughters, all out of the same dam. Wouldn’t it 
be wiser to insist that no bull be indexed unless at least 
10 dams were involved? Ten is none too many, but it 
could be figured that the transmitting level on 10 would 
be apt to shuck around somewhere near the average of 
the production level. 

Waiting for 10 dams in a small herd would mean few 
bulls proved. So it would be necessary to publish without 


comment the production of any bull that had at least three 
daughters. 


And now for our tilt with “The Factor” that little figure 
which ages the heifers; ups or downs the milkings per 
day. “Believe it or not’”—Kds. of the World—‘We are in 
favor in substance of factoring records down, not cream- 
puffing them up”. Mathematically sound. Error is mag- 
nified when a record is figured upwards. For example, in 
figuring a two-year-old record to maturity, there are at 
least two different factors available. The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America uses 1.25, the U. S. D. A. 1.294. 

Suppose a two-year-old made 300 fat: 





300 X 1.294 = 388.2 
300 X 1.25 = 376 
Difference 13.2 


Quite a spread, and which record is right? The aver- 
age of 375 and 388.2 = 381.6. Suppose the mature record 


was 381.6. Figuring back to two-year-old basis, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian factor would be .8, the U. S. D. A., .772.9 
381.6 x .8 = 294.93 
381.6 x .7729 — 305.28 





Difference 10.35 

10.35 is less of a spread, or difference than 13.2. 
not such a critical difference at that, maybe? 

The main gain toward accuracy in using two-year-old 
records would be that if both dam and daughter had such, 
a direct comparison could be made. No pencil-pushing 
would be needed. 

Scratching of the head or pursing of the lips might be 
in order, though, when you reflect that the daughter might 
complete her two-year-old record four or five years after 
the dam made her two-year-old record. Or the records 
might have been made in different herds. With all the

possibilities of different handling influencing the yields! 
The Eds. of the World state that reducing records to 2- 
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year-old Class C 305-day basis “would make the figures 
small enough so that breeders would not be inclined to 
give them so much publicity”. Yea, verily! See what hap. 
pens to an 800-lb. fat producer when you deflate her! 
800 x .66 (to reduce to twice a day milking) x .861 (to re. 
duce to 305 days) x .8 (to reduce to two-year-old)—the 
music goes round and round—yo-ho-ho- and out comes 364. 
Some fun, eh! 
Pencil-Pusher. 


REGARDING INDEX CLAIMS 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial in reference to the Herd Sire Index 
raises some questions which demand attention. 

One of the points raised is that of publicity, which 
certainly needs correction. This same issue carries an 
advertisement with this wording ‘His official Herd Test 
Index on the first five daughters.’’ Unless the rules 
have been changed, and I do not know of their having 
been, no bull receives from the Holstein-Friesian Assgo- 
ciation of America a Herd Sire Index, unless he has six 
daughters tested in the Herd Test and these have dams 
so tested. Another advertisement carries the announce. 
ment ‘“‘One of the Highest Index Bulls in H. I. R. Work” 
and this claim is based also on five pairs. This bull has 
an official index based on seven pairs, but the fat is al- 
most a hundred pounds less than advertised; the per- 
centage of fat and milk are also less. Yet another ad- 
vertisement mentions sire indexing, but is is not in- 
ferred that it is official. This herd is not in the Herd 
Test. The Association has stressed the point that to in- 
dex a sire all animals in a herd must be under test and 
the value of such an Index increases with the number 
of lactations and pairs. I do not know how far the 
World should go in censoring the copy of its adver. 
tisers, but it can use its efforts in seeing that the ads it 
carries are correctly stated. There have been entirely 
too much “fast and loose’’ claims to Sire Indexes and 
Proven Sires. 


I, as a director of the Association, was in favor of 
calling upon Mr. Prentice to confer regarding the award- 
ing the Mount Hope Prize Money, not because I was 
against making such an award to a worthy sire, but be- 
cause means were not at hand to assure the directors 
that such an award would be made. I agree with the 
idea that the basis of the award should not be on records 
alone, but also the type of a bull’s daughters should be 
considered. We must be consistent with our True 
Type Work. 

I believe that the sooner we get our records to the 
basis used by the majority of Holstein owners the bet- 
ter. I am in favor of starting them on a two time milk- 
ing basis for a 305 day lactation, but not by cutting off 
the last sixty days of a 365 day record, unless they 


calve within fourteen months. A_ conversion factor 
must be used. This should have been done in the very 
beginning. I advocated it, but the answer was that it 


was started the other way. All averages of Semi-official 
Records sould be stated on the same basis, so we Can 
have a comparison without using a lot of arithmetic. 

At best an Index is only a “yard stick’. A cow's 
production is not a measure of her ability to transmit, 
but does indicate the inheritance she received. It is 
perhaps a fallacy to start out with her production Te- 
cord, but an Index compiled from such a starting point 
certainly has value to indicate the transmitting ability 
of a Sire. There may not be a great deal of difference 
between the transmitting ability of two bulls, one with 
an index of 800 pounds and another with 600 pounds, 
but I would certainly prefer one of them to one with an 
index of 300 pounds. To say that a bull’s daughters 
exceed their dams by so many pounds of fat, or a cer 
tain percentage increase, shows only that his transmit- 
ting ability was greater than the cows to whom he was 
bred. The index as used by our Association gives 42 
indication as to how good a transmitting bull he is. I 
do not believe that an Index properly computed i 
nearly as misleading to the rank and file of breeders 4 
are the high powered records of individual cows. 

I firmly believe that the Herd Test and Sire Index 
work of the Association will prove as great a foundation 
for better breeding practices and _ the transmitting 
ability of the breed as has been the True Type work in 
confirmation. Time may show a better way, but let ¥ 
use what we have at hand.

Department of Agriculture, advises that community pyl] 
associations discard several scrub bulls and substityte 
one pure-bred sire for up to as many as one hundred 
cows. 

Several years ago a promoter of cooperative bull ag. 
sociations cited at a meeting of farmers a case of a 
young bull successfully mating, during his first year of 
service, with 81 cows, and another instance, in Minne. 
sota, of a single bull successfully handling a herd of 99 
cows. Without questioning the veracity of these figures. 
we can say that they are dangerously misleading to the 
farmer. Perhaps some bulls so overtaxed live. but they 
are rare. The average bull apparently makes betweep 
two and three services for each recognized conception. 
and bfore he reaches one hundred copulations in a year. 
his fertility declines and danger looms. Most scrub 
bulls are proverbially fertile, and it is highly probable 
that one of the chief reasons for their fertility is that 
ordinarily they are used in small herds and carry a very 
light sexual load. Owners of large herds where bulls 
are kept under the most favorable conditions have 
learned that they cannot with safety allot more than 
about forty to fifty cows a year to a sire. Bull associa- 
tions are undoubtedly of great value for the improve- 
ment of type, conformation, and productivity of dairy 
herds that are too small to warrant the owning of a good 
bull solely for their own use; but the utility of such 
associations depends upon how well they preserve the 
sexual health of the sires. In regard to such associations 
we must consider: 

(1) The dangers of excessive service. 

(2) The likelihood that a bull which is moved 
about from one herd to another, being ordi- 
narily not so well cared for as those main- 
tained by large breeding establishments, vill 
be rather less than more efficient in service. 

(3) The constant danger, owing to the number of 
herds served by a single bull and the difficulty 
of assuring sexual contact with healthy cows 
only, of spread of infections from one herd to 
another. 

If the use of association bulls is to be highly satis- 

factory, reasonable precautions must be enforced to 
guard the sexual health of the herds involved.

The annual meeting of the North- 
field Holstein Club, its 33rd, was 
held in the Community Club Hall at 
Northfield on Saturday, March 14.

Kolstad of Carleton College. 

Glen Householder, Supt. of Wis- 
consin State Institution Herds, was 
the speaker of the day and gave a 
splendid talk. He stated that the 
Holstein cow was “Tops” in a 
system of permanent agriculture and 
soil conservation. He also stressed 
the value of testing for fat produc- 
tion in building up the Holstein in- 
dustry and commented on the ad- 
vantages of rural life as compared 
to city life.

The following resolution was 
unanimously endorsed and Secretary 
Nelson instructed to send a copy to 
all Senators and Congressmen from 
Minnesota. 

Statement 


Assembled at Northfield, Minn., 
in its thirty-third annual conven- 
tion, the Northfield Holstein Club, 
representing the largest number 
of breeders of dairy cattle of, any 
organization in the central North- 
west, and marketing more dairy 
products than any other local 
community, feels it a solemn duty 
in the interests of Minnesota’s 
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greatest farm crop, to protest 
most strenuously the action of 
President Roosevelt in signing the 
reciprocity treaty with Canada. It 
is unfair to the producers of dairy 
products in this country, who 
must conform to sanitation laws 
to protect the health of our peo- 
ple to permit the products of, 
other countries to come in and be 
sold here in competition with the 
products of our farmers without 
restrictions whatsoever. 

We feel that the home markets 
should be first of all guaranteed 
to the home producer. 

We feel that if it is the desire 
of those interested in agriculture 
to give the farmers a square deal, 
and a standard of living commen- 
surate with those in other walks 
of life they must first see to it that 
we farmers have an effective tariff 
protection against farm labor and 
the products of other lands. 

We believe firmly in farmer- 
owned and operated cooperative 
associations built from the ground 
up by the farmers themselves to 
market the products of the farm 
and condemn any action on the 
part of the government to pass 
laws that will hinder or interfere 
with the operation of said associa- 
tions. 

We favor an unchanging and 
sound policy of taking marginal 
lands out of production by the 
government, and we disapprove 
any act that will cause idle acres 
to be used for growing feeds to 
increase the production of milk or 
livestock so as to put out of bal- 
ance agriculture and also indus- 
try. 

We also demand that a tax be 
placed on all oleomargarine. 


The luncheon at noon is an an- 
nual event and the cost is cared for 
by the club. The dining room was 
entirely filled and had the weather 
conditions been more favorable, the 
committee would have experienced 


difficulty in handling the _ entire 
number. 
Nels Parson, Sales Manager of 


the Northfield Club, reported very 
favorably on last year’s sales. All 
surplus cattle were disposed of and 
in the sales, seven carloads were 
shipped to Texas. The average price 
received was $80 on rrades and $115 
on purebreds. Nels reported that 
he had the greatest demands for 
purebreds last year than in any year 
since 1925. 


The showing of the Rice County 
Holstein herd for 1935 which was 
sponsored by the Northfield Club, 
showed a profit, on premiums won, 
of $31.70. This herd won 2nd at 
the Minn. State Fair.

W. P. Darr of Hudson (475.2), Hal- 
sey Russell of Fowlerville (461.3), 
Iner Hansen of Trufant (452.9),

The fifth 
lifetimer is another Guernsey owned 
by A. Knott, with 4277.7 Ibs. fat in 
just over 10 years.
